5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein said replacing comprises 
receiving instructions confirming the translation replac e ment . 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim [[5]] I wherein the response to the prompts 
indicate a request for an alternative translation, wherein replacing the portion of text 
confirming the r e plac e m e nt comprises obtaining at least one alternative replacement from 
said translation service server and wh e r e in said r e placing compris e s replacing the portion 
of text using a one of the at least one alternative replacement. 

7. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 comprising maintaining a store of portions 
of text and respective r e plac e m e nts translations on said communications device; and 
using said store to determine the translation for the portion of text r e plac e m e nt . 

8. (Currently amended) The method of claim 7 wherein the store of [[ said]] portions of 
text and respective translations r e plac e m e nts ar e is defined by prior translations 
performed using th e communications d e vic e. 

9. (Currently amended) A system for translating a t e xt based communication to b e 
transmitt e d from a wir e l e ss communications device, the wireless communications d e vice 
b e ing coupleabl e for communicating4n - a wir e l e ss communications n e twork, th e syst e m 
comprising: 
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during; composition of a text-based communication, determine[ [ing] ] 
which a portion of inputted text of the text-based communication [[is]] to 
be translated by continually monitoring the text-based communication for 
the presence of a [[text]] trigger symbol inputted into the text during 
composition of the text , the trigger symbol indicating which the portion of 
text to translate; 

send[[ing]] a translation request, the translation request configured for 
reception by a translation service m e ans server and comprising the portion 
of text to be translated; 

receive[[ing]] and associatively storing a translation of w ith the indicated 
portion of text a translation th e reof, from a first language to a second 
language; 

stop[[ping]] the continual monitoring of the text-based communication 
upon detecting an indication receiving instructions indicating that the text- 
based communication is to be sent; 

provide[[ing]] on e or mor e a_prompt[[s]], such that ther e is on e the prompt 
corresponding to e ach pr e viously translat e d the portion of text and further 
where [[each]] the prompt comprises the corr e sponding translation of the 
portion of text ; [[and]] 

when a response to the prompt indicates replacement of the portion of text, 
replace the portion of text in the text-based communication with the 
translation; and 

send[[ing]] the text-based communication aft e r a r e spons e has be e n 
rec e iv e d for e ach prompt .

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12. (Currently amended) A mobile device for wir e l e ssly communicating t e xt bas e d 
communications configur e d for us e in a communications n e iwork r th e mobil e d e vic e 
comprising a processor for implementing : 

a composition component to compose text for communicating wir e l e ssly in a text- 
based communication; and 

a translation component configured for: 

during composition of the text-based communication, determining which a 
portion of inputted text of the text-based communication [[is]] to be 
translated by continually monitoring the text-based communication for the 
presence of a [[text]] trigger symbol inputted into the text during 
composition of the text , the trigger symbol indicating which the portion of 
text to translate; 

sending a translation request, the translation request configured for 
reception by a translation service m e ans server and comprising the portion 
of text to be translated; 

receiving and associativ e ly storing a translation of with the indicat e d 
portion of text a translation th e reof, from a first language to a second 
language; 

stopping the continual monitoring of the text-based communication upon 
detecting an indication receiving; instructions indicating that the text-based 
communication is to be sent; 

providing on e or mor e a_prompt[[s]], such that ther e is on e the p rompt 
corresponding to e ach pr e viously translat e d the portion of text and further 
where [[each]] the prompt comprises the corr e sponding translation of the 
portion of text ; [[and]] 
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when a response to the prompt indicates replacement of the portion of text, 
replacing the portion of text in the text-based communication with the 
translation; and 

sending the text-based communication after a r e spons e has been r e c e iv e d 
for e ach prompt .

16. (Currently amended) The mobile device of claim 12 wherein the translation 
component is adapted to , when the response to the prompt indicates a request for an 
alternative translation, obtain at least one alternative replacement from said translation 
service server and wh e r e in said us e r interfac e is adapt e d to confirm a on e of th e at l e ast 
on e alt e rnativ e replac e m e nt to replace for replacing the portion of text .

20. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein [[a]] the response to the prompt 
a replac e m e nt translat e d portion of t e xt comprises any of: 

an 'accept translation' response wh e r e by representing instructions that said 
r e plac e m e nt translat e d portion of t e xt translation is to be used to replace a 
corr e sponding original the portion of [[the]] text ba s ed communication ; 

a 'reject translation' response representing instructions that wh e r e by an original 
the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication corr e sponding to said r e placem e nt 
translat e d portion is to be r etained instead of replacing it with said translation 
r e placement translat e d portion of text ; [[or]] and 
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a 'reject and ask for more' response representing instructions w h e reby a further 
request for translation of an original portion of t e xt of th e t e xt bas e d 
communication is formulated and sent to th e translation s e rvic e m e ans to obtain 
one or more alternative translations furth e r replac e m e nt translat e d portions of 
text, the method further comprising providing a further prompt to rec e iv e a 
r e spons e to said one or mor e furth e r replac e m e nt translat e d portions of t e xt . 

21. (Currently amended) The method of claim [[20]] 6, further comprising, before 
replacing the portion of text, providing at least one further prompt, w herein the further 
prompt enables a selection of one of said one or more furth e r r e placem e nt translat e d 
portions of t e xt alternative translations to replace a corr e sponding original the portion of 
[[the]] text bas e d communication or to reject all of said one or more alternative 
translations furth e r r e plac e m e nt translat e d portions of text wher e by said corr e sponding 
original portion of t e xt is r e tain e d . 

22. (Currently amended) The system of claim 9, wherein the computer-readable 
instructions, when executed, further causes the system wh e r e in th e application is 
configur e d to receive [[a]] the response to the prompt a r e plac e m e nt translated portion of 
text , the response comprising any of: 

an 'accept translation' response whereby representing instructions that said 
replac e m e nt translat e d portion of t e xt translation is to be u sed to replace a 
corr e sponding original the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication ; 

a 'reject translation' response representing instructions that wher e by an original 
the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication corr e sponding to said r e plac e m e nt 
translat e d portion is to be retained instead of replacing it with said translation 
replac e m e nt translat e d portion of t e xt ; [[or]] and 

a 'reject and ask for more' response representing instructions wh e r e by a furth e r 
request for translation of an original portion of t e xt of the t e xt bas e d 
communication is formulated and s e nt to the translation sendee m e ans to obtain 
one or more alternative translations furth e r r e plac e ment translat e d portions of 
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t e xt, th e method furth e r comprising providing a furth e r prompt to r e c e ive a 
r e spons e to said one or mor e further replac e ment translat e d - portions of t e xt . 

23. (Currently amended) The system of claim [[22]] 27, wher e in th e application is 
configured wherein the computer-readable instructions, when executed, further causes the 
system to , before replacing the portion of text, provide at least one further prompt, 
wherein provid e said further prompt [[to]] enables selection of a sp e cific one of said one 
or more alternative translations furth e r r e plac e ment translat e d portions of t e xt to replace a 
corr e sponding original the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication or to reject all of 
said one or more alternative translations furth e r r e plac e m e nt translat e d portions of t e xt 
wh e reby said corr e sponding original portion of t e xt is r e tain e d . 

24. (Currently amended) The mobile device of claim 12, wherein the translation 
component is configured to receive [[a]] the response to the prompt a r e plac e ment 
translat e d portion of t e xt , the response comprising any of: 

an 'accept translation' response wh e r e by representing instructions that said 
r e placem e nt translat e d portion of t e xt translation is to be used to replace a 
corr e sponding original the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication ; 

a 'reject translation' response representing instructions that w her e by an original 
the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication corr e sponding to said replac e m e nt 
translat e d portion is to be retained instead of replacing it with said translation 
replac e m e nt translat e d portion of t e xt ; [[or]] and 

a 'reject and ask for more' response representing instructions whereby a further 
request for translation of an original portion of t e xt of th e text based 
communication is formulat e d and sent to th e translation s e rvic e means to obtain 
one or more alternative translations further r e plac e m e nt translated portions of 
text, th e m e thod furth e r comprising providing a further prompt to rec e iv e a 
r e spons e to said on e or more further r e placem e nt translated portions of t e xt . 
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25. (Currently amended) The mobile device of claim [[24]] 16, wherein the translation 
component is configured to , before replacing the portion of text, provide at least one 
further prompt, wherein provide said further prompt [[to]] enables selection of a sp e cific 
one of said one or more alternative translations furth e r replac e m e nt translat e d portions of 
text to replace a corresponding original the portion of [[the]] text bas e d communication 
or to reject all of said one or more alternative translations further r e placem e nt translat e d 
portions of t e xt wher e by said corr e sponding original portion of text is r e tain e d . 

26. (New) The system of claim 9 wherein the computer-readable instructions, when 
executed, further causes the system to, in order to replace the portion of text, receive 
instructions confirming the translation. 

27. (New) The system of claim 9 wherein the response to the prompt indicates a request 
for an alternative translation, and wherein the computer-readable instructions, when 
executed, further causes the system to, in order to replace the portion of text, obtain at 
least one alternative replacement from the translation service server and replace the 
portion of text using a one of the at least one alternative replacement. 

28. (New) The system of claim 9 further comprising a memory coupled to the processor 
for maintaining a store of portions of text and respective translations, wherein the 
translation is determined using the store. 

29. (New) The system of claim 28 wherein the store of portions of text and respective 
translations is defined by prior translations. 

30. (New) The mobile device of claim 12 further comprising a memory coupled to the 
processor for maintaining a store of portions of text and respective translations, wherein 
the translation is determined using the store. 

31. (New) The mobile device of claim 30 wherein the store of portions of text and 
respective translations is defined by prior translations.
